The third conſiſted 
of ſuch as were ſo ſiritly devoted to 
the Kirk and Covenant, that they 
only projeted the adyancement of 
them, and car'd not tor any other in- 
tereſt either of King or Free-State , 
but ftrenuouſly oppos'd both; of 
which Faction Colonel S/z ayghermn

- Sticklers. The fourth, and laſt, and 
worſt were ſuch as by unparallel'd 
treacheryto their Prince, their Na- 
tive Countrey, and( as it appear'd 
afterwards ) to themſelves too, held 
ſecret correſpondence with the Se- 
Qtarian power and Army of England. 
This Diviſion I have made will give

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The King hearing of a Flect of 
Ships preparing by the Parliament 
tor the I{land of 7er/cy, thought fitto 
diſpatch his anſwer to the Commit- 
tee of Eſtates of Scotland in order to 
a Treaty, which being drawn up 
witha Letter direfted to the.

them. Tholeto the Commizzee of E- 
/tate were firlt referred to a Subcom- 
mittec of nine Lords and Burgeſles, 
to preſent their Opinions thereupon 
to the Commuttee of Fitates, who 
were to reccive their Reports and 
prepare the matter fortheParhament 
of Scotland ſhortly to be conven'd. 


And morcover for the more expcdi- 


I tion a [oint Co:nmitrtee was choſen 


out of that of the £/ates and that of 


 theKirk by common conſent to con- 


ſider of ſending Commiſſioners and 
Propoſitions tothe King. Much was 
the debate and great the conteſta 
tion in this Council; the inſolent 
Kirkmen rczeQing all other accom- 
modation ». but fuch as might render 
his Majettic in a condition wholly 
\ubſervient to their. pleaſure , 
framed higher Propoſitions taen 
& 2 CVCr 
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cyer. Thoſe ofthe ZFares were more 
moderate in compariſon » though | | 
high enough too; and atlength be- 
came more prevalent. So Commil- | , 
ſioners were jointly choſen to be 
ſent to his Majeſties. The-Farle of 
Caſsils,the Lord Lochian , the Laird 
Burley and the Laird Libberrop » Sir 
To.Smith and Mr. 1eeffries for the E- 
ſtates; and Mr. Broady, LaWw/omani 
VYoodin behalfofthe Kirk. Theſe 
arrive at Breaa, beforethe King , and 
therefore the next day they went 
to mect him at Berg/cnop Zoomand 
came togetherto Breda 16. March 
1649. Three dayes aftcr they were 
conducted to andience by the 
Lord FYentwort/ Maſter of the Ce- 
remoniecs in the Kings Coach, The 
Earle of C-ſ:/s made afhort ſpcech. 
as from the F/fates, and LaWſon for 
the Kirk ; after which they thew'd 
their Commiſſions and dcliver'd the 
PropOſitions and Letters from the 
E/tatcs 
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Eſtates and Kirk of Scotland. The 
Propoſitions were theſe. 

I. That'all Excommunicate ſhould 
be forbid the Court. 

[1. That the King Would by Solemn 
Oath and ander his Hand and Seal de- 
clare his Allowance of the National 
Coverant of Scotland , & of the F0- 
lemn League & Covenant of the three 
N ations, | 

LIT. That he wonld confirme all 
CAMs of Parltament , engoin the S0- 
lemn League and Covenant » eftabliſh 
Presbyteyy » the Direffory the Conf. [ 
fron of Faith and Catechiſme in the 
Kina aome of Scotland, as they ave al- 
ready approved by the General Aſſem- 
bly ef the Kirk andthe Parliament; and 
that he would obſerve the {amie in his 
own family» and [War wever to oppoſe 
or indevour the alteration of the 
ſame. 

IV. That he Would conſent that all 
Civil matters might be determin'd by 
E 3 the 


e 
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the preſent and ſabjequient Paslia- 
ments in Scotland , and all matters 
Ecclefiaſticall by /he enſuing generall 
Kirk Aſſembly. 

Afterthe reading of theſe Propo- 
ſitions and the Letters his Majeſtic 
beirg told theſe were all their inſtru- 
ions, anſwered ; T hathe would 
take theſe things into conſideration, 
and doubted not to give them ſuch 
a full anſwer, as ſhould giye them & 
his Kingdome of Scor/and ample [a- 
tisfaftion. 

His Majeſtie and his Councildeli- 
berate very ſeriouſly upon theſe 
Heads ofthe T reaty. Opinions were 
divided, ſome perlons vehemertly 
diſwadivg him from truſting him- 
ſelf into the hands of the Scozs. But 
the Covenant was the main thing the 
King ſtuck at, and the Commiſſio- 
ners moſt urg'd. In the mean time 
'hewithdraws to the Hague to con- 
ſult with the Queen of Bobermia and 
the 
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the Prince of Orange (Who was vi- 
ſited by the Commiſſioners and in- 
treated to be a Mediator between 
them and his Majcſtic) and ſome 0- 
ther friends what courſe was beſt to 
reſolve on. And loon after the Earle 
of CarnWarthand Mr. Murrey arrive 
at Bredz from the Committee of E- 
ſtates with further Inſtrudtions and 
Propoſitions; as 1.7 hat his Majeſty 


ſhould ratifie all thit had been done 11 


the Parltaments of Scotland in ſome 
[ate Seſſions ; And conlent , That 


Aontroſſe and his Adherents be 


prohibited acceſſe into that King dome. 

Theſe conditions were (ufhcicnt- | 
ly hard,but the poſture his Majeſtie's 
affairs then ſtood in ſeem'd to moſt 
of his Counſellours to afford an in- 


- vincible argument to perſwade him 


to accept them. The Marquis of 
HAontroſſe, as I ſaid, was commil- 
ſlion'd by the King to levy what force 
he could on that ſide the Sea"and to 
E 4 fall 
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fall into the North of Scer/ana, upon 
hopes his appearance there might 
induce the States to more modera- 
tion. In order to which he had lolli- 
cited the Princes of Germany tor 
aſſiſtance , but he received little 
mere from any but promiles and 
complements. Onely from the Duke 
of Heolftern he was ſupplyed with 
three or four very fair Veſſels well 
arm'd and man'd. And to expedite 
his buſineſſe he diſpatcht Col. 1o-n 
Ogtlby to CAmſterdam to intertain 
ſuch ſtrangers as might be for his pur. 
poſe. But he forgetting his Commil- 
ſion, beſtow'd both money & paines 
in intertaining himſelf , ſuffering 
thoſc who upon any termes would 
have engag'd to ſhift for themaſelves; 
there being a great number who had 
fled out of E»gland , and more who 
[had lately deſerted the French , or 
becn caſhicred the Hollander's ſer. 
vice. By which negleC thoſe goodly 


ſhips 
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ſhips provided for ſervice were loſt, 
and a limb of the delign broken. 
Nor was this the onely miſcarriage 
that hapnedin the beginning of the 
Mirquis's enterpriſe, For Col. 
Cochranlikewile who had been ſent 
into Poland to deal with the Scotch 
Merchants there for aſſiſtance , ha- 
ving procured very conſiderable 
Snmmes of money upon that ſcore 
and other provilion, diſpos'd of the 
moncy tohis own uſe, madeſale of 
the Corn and proviton together 
with the Vellell appointed for the 
tranfportation of it , and himſelf 
turn'd tail to the quarrell. And Gene. 
rall K/»g (whom che Aarquzs expects 
ed out of Sweder with a confiderable 
party of Horic) either could nor be 
ready fo toon as was expected , 
or elle delay'd on purpoſe. Howe- 
ver,the Marquee fearing (as is ſup- 
pos'd) he ſhould have an cexpreſſe 
command te delift from his pur- 


E $ poſc,, 
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poſe, becauſe the Treaty betwixt his 
Majeſty and the Scors Commiſlſio- 
ners was likely tocome to a ſpeedy 
concluſion» whereby himſelf ſhould 
be baniſht out of that Kingdome, fa- 
tally reſolves to proceed, notwith- 
ſtanding all difficulties. So he ſet 
forth forthe conqueſt of a Nation 
ſettled ina poſture of war » and fore- 
warn'd Oi his intentions, With about 
ſix or ſeven hundred men at moſt, 
ſtrangers and all, about the tenth of 
April 1650. He had ſent him by 
the Queen of Sw.der for the arming 
ſuch as upon his arrivall ſhould be. 
take themſelves to his party, fifteen 
hundred Armes complcat tor Horle, 
back, breſt, &c. Carbines, Piſtols 
- and Swords; all which after his de. 
feat in Cathazes were taken un- 
toucht. Two of his ſhips with near 
upon a third part were ſent before 
and dire@ed to ſteer for the Orcaa-s; 
but by ſtormof weather, which is 
| both 
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both frequent and dangerous a- 
mongſt thoſe A orthern Iſlands, they 
were loſt with all the men and Arms, 
nothing ſay'd. This was another 
check and a forerunner of the ſad e. 
vent which follow'd. However no. 
thing terrifi'd with theſe unhappy 
preſages, he arriv'd himſclfat the !ſle 
of Orkney » having with him ſeyerall 
Scotch Gentlemen reſolv'd to par- 
take of his fortune. Here he continu- 
ed a conſiderable time to raiſe ſuch 
forces and recruits as the place would 
aftord , which were poor, raw, un- 
train'd fellowes, making up the ſhew 
of an Army » but wholly ignorant of 
war. With theſe he embarques and 
landsat Cathanes the fartheſt point 
to the NorihWeſt of Scotland, expe- 
Qing the coming of two thouſand 
men rais din the Earle of Seaforih's 
Territories. His arrival,and that with 
Farcigners, immediately ſtruck ater- 
rOur into the whole Countrey as far

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as Edenburgh»where the Parliament 


then ſitring forthwith order Licute- 


nant General David Leſley, Colonel 
Stranghan and Holborn to march a- 
gainft him with 7000. foot and 3. 
Troops of Horſe. In the mean time 
the Marqueſſe moves but flowly,and 
to preyent miſapprehenſion ( lince 
all the world was much aftoniſht at 
His Invaſion, whilſt the King was up- 
ona Treaty ) puts. forth a Declarati- 
-oty'to make known, That hts inten- 
tion Was only againſt ſome particular 


'per ſons Who had againſt the Laws of 


the Kingdome rais d and maintain'd 
a War aztinſt the King's Father» and 
aid no by rhetr ſubtle pradfices en. 


'  fleavour to circumvent and deſtroythe 


Son; That he intended nothing azainff 
the generality of the Kingdome. And 
laftly, exhorted all Subjets of that Na- 
tion to endeavour to free themſelves 
from the Tyranny of thoſe who for the 
preſet ruled the ffate,and from the op- 


preſ- 
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preſcion of the Miniſtry. But the 
Countrey, partly through fear ofthe 
danger » and partly being over-awed 
by the Earle of Sunaerlands did not 
come to ſecond him as he expett- 
ed. Straughay who commanded a 
choice party of Horſe, advances be- 
fore Le/ley's body , whilſt the Mar: 
queſle had effected nothing material 


beſides thetaking of Dumbarh Caftie.. 


Upon Srrarghan's approach, a party 
of 100, were drawn forth, whotn- 
countred his Forlorn hope, and pat 
them toretreat; but being immedi- 
ately ſeconded by Strawugharn's whole 
body» who charged upon that ofthe 
Marqueſſe:the I{landers threw down 
their Armes and were diſpers'd ; on- - 
ly the Duzch Forces made an orderly 
retreat into ſome ſhrubs hard by, 
where having very valiantly defend. 
ed themſelvesa while » they were at 
laſt enforced to yield. This was a 
totall Defeat: of 1200, which were 

in 
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inthe field on the Marqueſle's ſide, 
200. were{(lain,and all the reſt taken, 
ſaving about a hundred who eſcaped 
by flight. Among the Priſoners of 
note were Major General Sir [o-n 
Frrey » the Lord Frenaraug ht Sir 
Francis Hay of Dalketie, Colonel Hay 
of Naughton, Colonel Grey, Licute- 
nant Colonel S:war7, With a great 
number of other conliderable offi- 
cersand two Miniſters. The Royal 
Standard was allo taken, in which 
was pOurtraycd the Head of the late 
King) lying a bieeding » and (ſevered 
from the body, with this Motto, 
IUDGE AND REVENGE 
MY CAUSE, O\|LiO R D. 
The Marqueſle himſelf when he ſaw 
"the day loft, threw away his Cloak 
which had the Star on it { havipg re- 
cciv'd the ordcr ofthe Garter a little 
while before ) deſerted his horſe, 
_ changed his habit with a H:ghlanarr, 
and fled, The news of this Victory 
Was 
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» | was ſo welcome to the State and 
Kirk of Scorlana, that they rewarded 
Straughan with 1000.1. Ferlimg,and 
gratifi'd other officers. And to af- 
ſureit, they order narrow ſearch to 
be made for Hontreſie, propound- 
ing a great ſumme to any that ſhould 
apprehend him. He hadcontinued 
three or. four dayes in the open fields 
without meat or drink, with onely 
one man in his company; till at 
length in this ſtarving condition he 
diſcoverd himſelfro the Lord A#on, 
who had formerly been a friend of 
his. Buthis adverſity and the pro- 
 miſed reward made him now be 
lookt upon under another notion , 
ſo that cither out of fear or covetoul- 
nefle, or both, this Lord {ends this [1- 
luſtrious but unfortunate Heroe 
with a ſtrong guard to David Leſley, 
by whom he was forthwith ſent to, 
Edenburgh » into which he was carri. 
cd with all the ignominy, malice> al- 
ſiſted 
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ſited with zeal could invent: all 
which heunderwent. with extraor- 
ginary conſtancy and magnanimity. 
He was brought to the Towns end 
upon a Cart-horſe , and at the Gates 
he was met by ſome ofticers and the 
Excecutioner in hisLiveryCoat. They 
put him into a high ſear in faſhion 
of a Chariot, and bound him about 
the breaſt and armes with a cord into 
a Chair. The Executioner{ being {o 
.commanded)rook off the Marqueſſe 
his hat, and the chariot being drawn 
with four horſes , put on his own 
bonnet, mounted one of the firſt 
horſes, and ſo very ſolemnly drive a- 
long to the Tol bo0:h. He had at that 
time many wounds about him-, bur 
none uncurable. The Partjament 
had reſolv'd before- hand what fen- 
tence topronounce upon him; but 
the more todilſgrace him and ro a& 
with formality. and inſolence. He 
was-brought before them, where he

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appeared inarich attire with an un- 
- | daunted countenance. His chief ad- 
verſaries were Mrge,an inveterate

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With his Majeſty my Miſter in the 
Lite Treaty. Aﬀter which the Chan- 
cellor made a Speech tohim , the 
ſubſtance whereof was this.

King's Bed-chimber. And leaſt his 
Loyalty ſhould be forgotten, they had 
highly henoured him m deſigning laſt- 
ing monuments to bear np his memori- 
all roall poterity; wiſhing he had fl:ſh 
enough to have ſent a piece to every Ci- 
ty in Chriſtendome to witneſſe his Loy- 
alty to his King aud Countrey. 


The next day , having prepar'd © 


his ſoul for Heaven, he marcht ma- 
2nanimouſly to the Scaffold , and 
| not- 
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notwithſtanding all the interruptions 
of the bitter ſpirited Prieſts, having 
made a ſober ſpeech to the people 
underwent the cruell ſentence with 
all the ignominious circumſtances, 
to his own perpetuall glory and the 
cycrlaſting reproach of his Enemies. 
Thus dyed this incomparable 
Marquis of immortal fame, a great 
cxample of unfortunate Virtue, 
whoſe barbarous murder , I have 
more particularly related, becauſe it 
diſcovers the temper of that Coye- 
nanted party who put him to death. 
Poſterity certainly will eſteem his 
memory, and account his Iudges de- 
ſerving a more exquiſite puniſh. 
ment for this and other their inhu- 
mance actions then that they irfli ted 
on him, ifit be poſlible for the quin- 
teſſence of malice to invent a 
oreater. 
Within a few dayes after four o- 
ther Noble Gentlemen ſuffer'd for

Such was the fate of his Majcſtic $ 
affairs in Scotland, and the brayeper- 
ſons that manag-d them; and ſuch 
was the unparallel'd inſolence of the 
Scots, whodard to murther his beft 
friends >» while they were in Treaty 
with him, upon a baſe and ungene- 
rous preſumption, that the lowneſſe 
of his condition would enforce him 
toput up patiently ſo high and dete- 
ſtable an indignity. W hich indeed, 
he was conſtrain'd to doe , as his 
affairs then ſtood. W hen the newes 
was brought to his Majeſty at Breda, 
he was much (t:rtled at it, and expreſt 
his Reſentment ofthcir proceedings

' ſufficient to paſſe an eAFﬀt for his Peo- 
ple ro take it. Helikewile offered to 
confirme the Presbyterian Govern- 
mentin Scotland s Provided that him- 
ſelf might have alwaies three Chap- 
laines of his 6wn Elettion ; As alſo 10 
C01- 
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confirm the Militia 1n the Hands of the 
Eſtates for five years ; Provided that 
afterwards ut might return to himſelf. 


Theſe particulars were agreed to; &

On Decemd, 24. rdenborgh;Caſtle ;

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Moneths (urrender'dto Cromwel, & 
ſo did other ſtrong Caltles & places, 
as Nesbit, Bertiwick and Roſwellb&c. 
ſo lucceſsfull were their Impious 
Armes, by God sprovidence, who 
was pleas d to ule them as a ſcourge 
for theſe linfull Nations. | 
Preparations in the mean time 
were made forthe Coronation of his 
Majeſty,forthe celebrating of which 
the 1. of /4#uary had been long be- 
foredeſign'd by the Efares. Theplace 
was the Town of Scoon, where 1 50.

On Saturday he! 23. of CANT, his 
Majeſty was there proclaimed King 
of Great Brittain, Franc: and Irclas, p 
by Mr.Thomas Liſens Mayor and Mr. 
Tames Briages Sheriff of the City , 
with the great acclamations and joy 
ofthe loyall Citizens. Andon the 
ſame day allo his Majeſty ſert abroad 


a Declaration , given at his City of 


Worceiter , for ſummoning all the 
neighbouring Nobility, Gentry and 
Others from lixteen years of age to 
ſixty, upon their Allegiance to ap- 
pearin their perſons with Horle and 
Armesat P:chcroft on Tueciday fol- 
lowing the 26. of Aug. where his 
Majeſty would be preient. On which

Majeſty &the Forces with him were 
reſolate agaia(t all diſaſters; the For- 
tifications were carried on with all.

The firſt encounter 
was at Ypron-Bridge 7. miles from 
Worceſter, which the Royaliſts had 
broken upon newes of their com- 
ing » onely one Plank { either

The on- 
ſet was given with a great deal of 
fury by the Royalliſts » inſfomuch 
that Croz7wcl's invincible Life-guard 
was unable to bear the ſhock and 
compell'd to.give ground'in ſome 
diſorder ; their great Guns allo were 
for ſome time in the power ofthe 
Royal'its. The Rebell Commanders 
had put the new rais'd County for- 
ccs to bear the firit brunt ofthe in- 
counter , of whom the Royaliſts 
madea horrible {laughter. 

His Majeſty himſelf lead up the 
Scots Foot in this battle , and. 
that with ſo much courage and- 
gallantry , that his inveterate ene- 
my CromWwe! could not but ap- 
plaud his valour, The Fight con- 
tinued for the ſpace of three or 
tour:

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four houres very ſhatp and fierce, 


during which his Majeſty had his 


Horſe twice ſhot under him , and 


rallyed the Infantry himſelf; untill by 
the ſucceſſive ſupplyes of freſh forces 
they were in a mannerall loſt.

The Lords and their company 
being about 40. Horſe (of which 
number his Majeſtic's pad-nag was

main body of Scotch Horſe. But

mely tir'd with the former dayes ſer- 
vice and the long and haſty march 
of the night without the leaft re- 
freſhment or ſuccour, the Noble 
Earle of Derby, and the Earle of Laws 
derdail with Mr. Giffard their guide 
and ſome others were taken priſo- 
ners.

beyond the Seas. The Lord 7a/bor,

and a Diſh of Butter. His Majeſty 
being ſomething ſurpriz'd at the pre- 
ſence ofthe Woman that brought 
his Dinner, ſaid to her» Good woman, 
Can you be faithful to a diftreſied Ca- 
wvaliecr? To which ſhe anſwer'd ye- 


ry heartily, Yes Sir, 1 Will rather die 


then diſcover you: Which words 
gave his Majeſty great ſatisfaCtion, 
W her night was come, his Majeſty 
went with theſe Corydons tORt hard's 
houſe at Hobbal-Grange, where their 
old mother was overjoy'd to ſee his 
Mygefty in ſafety,& that her ſons had 
the happineſle to beinſtrumentalto 
it. Further care was forthwith taken 
to diſg ſs Majeſty, and hetook 
upon hi'Whe name of YYiiem 
Tones, and pretended to be a W o0d- 

CuUt- 
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cutter , newly come thither to. 
work; and this, to the end he 
might be unſuſpeted by the reſt of 
the family. The good mother pre-. 
par'd his Majeſty aclcaaly Fricafſe of 
Bacon and Eggs, part of which be- 
ing eaten by him , and the relt 
by the Ruſticks, his Majeſty ſet forth 
with Richord Penderel on foot for 
YYales, intending to goethar night 
to the houſe of an hone(t Gentle- 
man of Richard's acquaintance at 
CAaaely in Shropſhire, 5.miles from 
Vhiteladies. W hen they had gone 
about 2. miles, an accident befell 
them wherewith they were in ſome 
fear.

within two miles of Boſcobel) and

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old Acquaintance, Hill;am Penderet, 
and by this meanes his Majeſty and 
the Cglonel met together there; 
where congratulations being pals 'd, 
they were entertain'd with ruſtick 
fare, as bread & cheeſe and a Poſſer, 
and care taken for refreſhing his Ma- 
jeftie's feet which were much ſur- 
bated and galled with trayell. After 
which his Majeſty and the Colonel, 
conceiving the houſe lefle fafe then 
the woodaccordingly betook them- 
ſelves thither, and by the help of the 
Corydons climb'd into a large Oake, 
the thickneſs of whoſe leaves ſufh-

But 
this true-hcarted perſon was proofc 
againſt all temptations to diſloyalty, 
and related this paſſage to his Majcity 
at 
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at night. Who having been cater- 
tain'd with a. diſh of chickens took 
up his lodging upon a Pallet in the 
ſecret place. Onthe Swwdzy morn- 
ing , his Majeſty being deſirous of 
ſorne mutton for that dayes food, 
& all other wayes beipg dangerous, 
Col.Carels withthe help of Fillion 
Penderel borrow'd aihecp out ofthe 
neighbouring flock , part of which 
his Majeſty and the Col. together 
cut into collops , and cookt ting 
frying pan for their ownrepalt; after 
which his Majeſty ſpent fome part 
of the day in reading, in a handſome 
retir'd arbor inthe garden, the loyall 
Brethren m the mean'time ſcouting 
abroad for intelligence.

there, often. On the ſame day his 
Majeſty ſent to inform the Lord

upon deſir'd to meet his Majeſty that 
pight ata place appointed in afield 
near Mr. VYhugreave' $ houſe at 
Moſely which lay in the mid- way, 
viz. five miles on the one ſide from 
Boſcob.l, and five miles on the other 
from Colonel Lane's houſe at Bertly.

But Mr. Wh:itgraeve forthwith (c-

France, congratulating his happy de. 
liverance; Nor was it long beforc 
the King of France, and the Queen 
Mother did the like, expreſſing their 
regret for his Majeſtic's diſaſters, and 
the great intereſt they took in his 
ſafety. 

\ Thus I have drawn into as nar- 
row compalle as I could the particu- 
lars and circumſtances of his Maje- 
ſtic's preſervation, in cach of which 
is remarkablc his great patience and 
goodneſle, and withall his exempla- 
ry fortitude in undergoing the 

greats 
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greateſt calamitics that could befal! 
a Prince on this ſide death. I have 
perhaps made too long a ftory of it 
for this little Volume, but it was for 
the Reader's ſake, who T hope will 
be ſtirr'd up by it to praiſe the King 
of kings that deliver'd his Anointed . 
from becoming aprecy to thole that 
thirſted after his bloud. Certainly 
not only we, but even the ſucceed- 
ing gencrations will have cauſe to 
blefle the Divine Providence, for 
that in the midft of his judgements 
upon theſe Nations, he was pleaſed 
to preſerve lo precious a mercy for 
them in ſtore; to the end that ha- 
ving been ſufficiently chaſten'd with 
the Scorpions of bloudy and tyran- 
nical.

The 
only Miracle was his Majeſtie's deli- 
verancec, in which the King of kings 
was pleaſed to.xemember mercy in 
judgement , and give us cauſe to ad- 
ore his Providence both in affliting 
this Nation in this exccllent Prince, 
and ſuffering wicked Tyrants, Mur- 
derers and Oppreſſours to proſper; 
inthe mean time preſerving him in 
whom our hopes lay, from the

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And as if ſucceſle attended impi- 
ous Armes, the Garriſons of Scotland 
fell every day into the power of the 
Engliſh. Sterling Caſtle was dcli- 
ver'd to Colonel Honck while 
Cromwell waSatYPorceſter, andinit 
great ſtore of warlike Ammunition, 
with many of the Royal Enfignes. 
Old General Le/ley Earle of Lever, - 
with ſeveral other Scorch Lords in» 
tending to hayelevieda party of men 
for his Majeſty, & to have rais'd the 
ſiege of that ſtrong and loyal Town 
Dunate, were ſurprized by a party of 
Engliſh horſe; ſhortly after which 
the Town was taken by ſtorme, and 
the City of St. .Hndriws and Aber- 
aeen, with other Towns, Caſtles and 
Forts ſurrendred upon ſummons. 

On the 12. of September CromWwel 
catredtriumphantly into Loydox(ha- 
ving ſent the - poor captive Scors thi- 
ther before him, ) and on the 16. he 
went to the Parliament-Houle , and

grievances; but the King of France 
perſiſted reſolute not to part with 
the Cardinal, though the King of 
England urg'd him as far as poſſible, 
to gratific his incenſed ſubjeQs, if 
not by diſmiſſing him altogether, 
yet at lcaſt by ſending him .upon 
ſome honourable forcign .imploys» , 
ment. Of all which generous cn- 
deavours this noble, prudent and 
Chriſtian Prince obtain'd no other . 
fruit , butan extreme. hatred.from . 
Mazariue. 

Atthe ſame timehis Majeſty im - 
ployed himſelf in reconciling the . 
French King and his ſubje&s » upon - 
hopes ofthoſe endeavours ſuccceed- 
ing, he thought fit to deal with the - 
Duke of Zorrais to tranſport his Ar. 
my into 7relavd , where ſome Gatrt - 
{dns ſtill held out,” Which affair - 
Was. 
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was fo far proccededin, that Artis 
cles were drawn up between the 
Duke of Lor7an, and the Lord 7 asf 
on behalf of his Majeſty, by which it 
was agreed amongſt other things, 
That the Duke ſhoald at his own char. 
ges luyal ar Army of 10000. for the 
reauztng of Ireland to his Aajeſty 1 
That he ſhould be inveſted with the Ti- 
re of Protettoy Royal of Ireland, and 
have forer Towns pat #n2o his hands 
for fecurity for his atsbarſements, 
with reſtrictions and cautions. But 
theſe Articles never came to be {ign- 
ed, partly becauſc the Duke was 
conſcious of his diſability to: goe 
through with the enterpriſe and de- 
fray the charges of it , and partly be 
cauſe he was at the ſametime dealt 
with underhand by the King of 
France torelinquilſh the Prince's par- 
ty, and offer'd by him fuch termes as 
they were not able to give him:And 
aSill fortune wouidhayecit,the man- 
| ner 
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made the King of ;Z»g/and be lookr 
upon asthe Agent and procurer of 
it. For the French King's Army under 
Twrenne marching into Br:e in view 
of the Lorream Army , the Duke of 
Beaufort was extreme deſirous to.ens 
counter with them. To which pur- 
poſe he went into the fiejd, wherehe 
found King Charles and the Duke of 
Tork with the Duke of Lorraim who 
upon the approach of Beaufor: , pre- 
ſently withdrew. And then this Duke 
urging him of Lor7atn to fight, found 
an extreme coldnefle in him to the 
buſineſs , andpreſently after under. 
ftood his. conjuntion with the 
Court-intereſt, W hereupon the in- 

cenled Princes exclaimed againſt the 

perfidioutnefle of the Duke of Loy- 

rain , and againſt the Eelrſh Princes 

as the cauſes of it. - Who though 

they made it ſufficiently apparent 

that theictranſaRtions with the Duke 

of 
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of LZorrain were wholly about an- 
other affair, yet the indignation of 
' the Princes and people forthis col. 
luſion fo blinded their reaſons , that 
they would not be convinc'd of the 
inaocency of the King and his Bro- 
ther , but bitterly inveigh'd againſt 
them and the Queen Mother, whom 
they alſo were 1cſolv'd to believe 
had been inſtrumental in the buſi- 
neſs : fo that they were induc'd to 
withdraw from the Lowwre to St. 
Germains, and the Queen to Cha. 
Liot. 

Shortly after the Vitory at Wor- 
ceFer the pretended Parliament, as 
I faid , executed abundance of the 
Royall party ; and ſuchas were ſuf- 
fer dto live, had their Eſtates con- 
fiſcated and were kept leverall yeares 
after in priſon, Their principall AQts 
pals'd the remainder of this. year 
were, I. An At for the increaſe of 
ſhipping and encouragement of Navi- 

gation, 


That no goods or commodities of the 
growth or manufatture of any places 
Whatſoever ſhould be brought hither 
but onely in Engliſh Ships » and that 
from the very places of thtir growth 
and manufatture onely; Alſo thatno 
Fiſh, or Oyle made of Fiſh , or Whale.

Vinces. II. 4n Attodeterminerhe 
Seſſion of this Parliament on Nov. 3, 
1654.

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Petitions for a new Repreſzatative, 
after many debates and delayes they 
rclolv'd to continue their (itting 3.

Iane 
Lane, who had been inftrumenral in 
his Majcſtic's gcliyerance after the 
overthrow at Wo-xce#er; of which 
fearing danger by the diſcovery of 
ſome unfaithful confidents , ſhe 
went on foot in diſguife to Yar- 
mout/), and there took ſhip for 
France. Shewas conducted into Pa- 
ris with great honour, his Majcſtic 
himſelf with the Queen his mother, 
and the Dukes of 77k and Glocefter 
going out to meet her; upon the 
firſt ſight, his Maxeſty took her by che 
hand and ſaluted her, with this obli- 
ging term, YYelcome my Life. The 
French Courtalfo regarded her with 
much reſpe&t and honour, rogether 
with her Brother Col. Zane who ac- 
companicd her thither. 

About the Spring ofthe year 16'5 2. 
broke out a furious War betwecn 
the Enghſh & the Darch Commons 


wealhs , after Embaſfiidors had been 
TY ſent 
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ſent tono cffet from cither. The 
firſt At of Hoſtility was on the 19. 
of Hay 1652. Aﬀter which many 
bloody Sea-fights paſs'd between 
them both in the B-2zr:ſh Sea, and the 
Srreiehts, with great loſle of Ships 
and men on both ſides; but the 
Dutch were moſt commonly wortt- 
eſt. During thisſharp War , his Ma- 
jeſty was as mindfull of his Intereſts, 
uſing all endeavours for an accony- 
modation between the. King of 
France and the Princes , as allo be- 
tween theKings of France and Spain; 
in the mean time alſo ſending Em. 
baſſadours to ſeverall Potentates to 
defire aſſiſtance,asthe Lord Wilmer, 
(whom he had created Earle of Ro- 
cheſter) tothe Imperial Diet at Rari/* 
bone,the Lord Culpeper to the Hague, 


' and the Lord YYextworth to the 


King of Denmark. But the Catholick 
Princes were the colder in grati- 


fying his Majeſty, for that he ſhew+d 


no 
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no proneſle to embrace their Reli- 
gion , as the Emperor once expreſ]y 
ſignifiedto him. And indeed ſuch 
was his Majeſtie's conſtancy that no 
temptations of worldly adyantages, 
no reſentment ofadyerſity , nor the 
ſollicitations and arguments of ſeve- 
rall grand Catholicks > who cndea- 
vour'd to pervert him (as Mr. Moms, 
tagu, Muitieres and Salmoner) could 
prevaile any thing upon him. He 
propounded to the Dutch that if 
they would furniſh him with a ſqua- 


_dron of Ships , he would ſet up his 


own Flags and command them in 
perſon.Some of the Provinees were 
very inclinable to the motion , but 
that of Holland which ſtood out a- 
gainſt the admitting of. the young 
Prince of Orange for Capt.Gen. was 
alſo backward to comply with hisMa- 
jeſtie's deſires or undertake his inter- 
eſt ; then which a@ nothing could 
have been more honourable to 
them, 
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them, nor perhaps more beneficiall. 


All that he could bring them to , 


was, that they granted liberty for his 
Ships toride in their Ports with their 
Fligs up, as King of Grea? Brettaine, 
&c. Ti: King of Denmark profeſſed 
willingaclle enough to gratify his 
Majeſty ; but his affairs were then in

On December 1652. the Engliſh

Hague, Leyden, &c. And having 
been for ſome time entertain'd 
his Royal Sifter, wherehe had the 
honour of the Garter ſent him from 
the King, he deparrcdto the Court 
of France, being attended by Sir 
Marmaduke Langdale, arid Sir Re 
chard Greenvile; - his Majeſty him« 
ſelf, the Duke of Tor& , Prince Rw- 
pert, and others going two leagues 
out of Paris to meet him, 

Towards the }atter end: of rhe 
year 1652. his Majeſtie's hopes be- 
gan to be ſomething deſperate con- 
CCerning any conſiderable {ſuccour 
from Pr ance; for that King in ſtead'ot 
uniting with the Prince's his ſbjeQs, 
ſent an-Embaſſadour Mr. de 89Heanx 
rae to'treat a Peace with Znp- 
land, 
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{and , to which he was the rather in- 
duc'd forthat Admiral Blake had not 
long before beaten anddeftroy'd the 
French (hips under the Duke of Yen- 
doſme that were going to the relief of 
Dunkirk;which defeat occaſion'd the 
loſs of that Town to the Spaniard. 
Nor were his hopes likely to prove 
more ſucceſsfull in the united Pro- 
vinces, forthey were ſo weary ofthe 
War, that they ſent a Letter to Eng- 
Lad to c aſt about for an accommo- 
dation. But before they effeted 
any thing, Cromwell finding his am- 
bitious projzeQs ripe, being embold- 
ned with former ſucceſſes , and 
backt with a ſtrong Army, on the 
20. of April 1653.cntred the Par- 
liament Houſe, attended with ſome 
officers , where he repreſented to 
them that their Diflolution was im- 
portant tothe publick good and wel- 
fare of the Nation, with many rea- 


 ſonsfor it ; which none daring to 


oppoſe, 
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oppole, the Members departed the 
Houſe. Tojuſtify which Action He 
and his Council of Ofticers put 
forth a Declaration , wherein it was 
pretended, The Parliament Was over. 
ruledby a corrupt Party, Who intended 
to perpetuate themſelves, deluding the 
Nation from time to time with hopes 
of a New Repreſentative , notwith- 
ſtanding the Petitions of the Arm 

and ſeverall Counties; That the Cauſe 
Which God had ſo greatly bleſied 
languiſht in their hands and Was 1s 
danger to be loſt by their negligence 
of the publick and ſelf-ſeeking, with 
many more like crimes. And thus 
fell this great Idol of the Nation, 
this Parlamentum Infame, Which in 
a dozen yeares time had wrought 
more miſchief to theſe Kingdomes, 
then all the preceeding Parliaments 
had ever done good. Afﬀter this 
Cromwel with his Officers took the 
adminiſtration of Afeairs into their 
own 
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own hands , the Armiesin Fcorland 
and tretend , and the Fleet aflenting 
totheir proceedings. But to gull the 
people a litclz longer and render 
Parliaments more contemptible to 
them , Cromwel upon the 8. of [ure 
following ſent out a fummons in his 
own name-, to ſuch perſons as he 
Pleas'd to: nicet at YYffmin/ter on 
the 4.0f 1wly. Who accordingly ap- 
<q tor he number of ſix (core, 
mipowred them by a-writing un- 
dertiis Hand and Seal to be the Su- 
preme Authority and Goyernours 
of the three Nations » and that 40. of 
them ſhould' be a ©nor#m to dif- 
parcitbuſracſs.* This /w»ts of Setta- 
ries and Officers of the Army going

them, Decemb.2. 1653. And vpon 
the 16. ofthe ſame moneth, having 
by the advice of his Officers framed 
and publiſhed an 1n/frument of Go- 
vernment conſiſting of 42. Articles, 
he ſent for the Commiſſioners of the 
Great Seale, the Major and Alder- 
men of London with the Iudges and

Bntthe Divine Providence intended 
better things to this Nation, and a- 
bout the latter end of AuguFreco- 
vered him to perfe@ health. Aftcr 
which he departed from the Court 
for ſome time to Chantilly not far 
diftantfrom Parts, for better aire, 
being accompanicd with Prince Rw- 
pert, who aſter various fortunes at 
Sea and ſeparation from his brother 
Prince Maurice by a Hericano (who 
was never after heard off) put in with 
his Ships at N erres at Briteny , and 
reſided with his Majeſty for along 
timeat Pars inthe Palace.

He had us'd 
all poſſible means by the inter- 
cclſions of his friends to avert them 
from recoacilement with England, 
and to that purpoſe was very aCtive, 
upon the arrival of Monficur Boreelt 
their Embaſſadour to negoriate a 
League with France to promote the 
concluſion of it; but they had fo 
dceply taſted of the Zngh/h valour 
in theSea- war, & were ſo impatiently 
delirous of peace and Trade, that all 
he could gain of them in the end 
was a Letter of complemental civi-: 
lity. And accordingly, application? 
being made to the new pretended 
Proteour by two Dutch Embaſla- 
dours, the Lords Newport and Tong-

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fall, a Peace was concluded be- 


tweenthetwo States, the Articles of 
which were proclaimed in London, 
April 26. 1654. Nor were his Ma- 
jeſtie's ſolicitations for a Peace be- 

tween France and Spain more ſuc- 
ceſſefull, though he proſecuted it 
with his utmoſt ardour, as judging 
it the moſt important expedient, 


' whereby he might obtain aſſiſtance 


from theſe two Potent Monarchs; 
and other Princes alſo,together with 
the Pope himſelf , interpos'd. for a 
Reconciliation. For the potitick 
reaſons of Cardinal Aqzarine,who 
knew the peace of the Kingdome of 
France depended on his remoyal 
out of it, induc'd him to venture the 


fortune of war, rather then be ſacri- 


fic'd(though deſervedly)to rhe tran- 
quillity ofthat Kingdome. And ha- 
ving taken this reſolution, hejudg'd 
italſohis intereſt in the next place, 


to make a ſure friend of the new 


Pro- 
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Proteftor of England , who being 
an Uſurper too» he conceiv'd would 
be more willing to join intereſts. To 
which purpoſe, all conſiderations of 
Honour , Generoſity (yea of athnity 
& chariry)ſet afide, by the Cardinals 
means, inſtructions were (ent over 
to Monſieur de Bordeaux XN eufville 
(who had layen herea long time be- 
fore, but had done little by reaſon of 
the unſectlednefs of the Govern- 
meat) to treat a League and Confe- 
 deracy with the pretended Pro- 
tetor. Whether the Cardinal had 
any particular malice towards the 
King of England (as ſome afhirme) 
I cannot determine ; but this ha's 
been apparent in all his aQions, 
That he will not ſtick to promote 
his own ambitious intereſt by the 
ruinc of that or any other what- 
ſoever , being a greater Politician 
then to ſtickle at ſuch rules as the 
ſenſe of Honour , goodneſle » or ju-

proceedings. This his Majcfly

fore CArras. Prince Rupert allo here 
kift his Majeſtic's Hand and departed 

to Heydelberg to his Brother's Courts. 
and from thence to that of the Em-- 
perour, and Prince Edward Wwentto» 
Bourbon, From Chatillon about the: 
latter end of the ſame moneth his. 
Majeſty went ro Cambray , and from: 
thence paſſing through Liege to the-

In the meantime CromWwe! playes: 
the Tyrant in Er-glandata high rate,.

Declaring that any Par- 
ltament Was at preſent in being or had 
any continuance, &c. yo we lee it 
came about that owning of the

Moreover to gratify 
SeQaries he made an Ordinance to 
cject ſcandalous Miniſters, by which 
many worthy Miniſters were depri-

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ftamp. And that he might according 
to the courſe of Tyrants cſtabliſh his 
power in blood, by deterring all that 
lov'dtheir Country from atrempting 
its deliverance, and removing ſome 
of thoſe he judg'd loyall and valiant 
enough to doit , upon the 20. of 
Atay a Plot was diſcover'd,for which 
ſeverall perſons of quality were ap- 
prehended,as Sir Gilbert Gerrardand 
Col. 70h Gerrard , umphry Bagaley 
{Secretary to the late Earle of Derby). 
Sidney Fotherby, Somerſet Fox Eſq”, 
Mr. Tader an Apothecary and Mr. 
Fawel a Schoolmaſter ; there were 
alſo, committed to the Tower the 
Earlc of Oxford, Maj.

Aſbburnham, and amongſt others Sir 
Ruyhard Wills. For the Tryall of 
theſe Conſpirators a High Court of *' 
Juſtice was ereted by an Ordinance 
of Cromwel's,lune 13 of which [#hn 
Ziſte was Preſident, and Steel, Tich:- 
fwrne , Sir Will.

Yet the latter of them was repriev'd, 
and the two former ſuffer'd death 
with much refolutioa and cou- 
rage, Mr. Gerard being beheaded on 
Tower-Hill and Mr. Yowe/{hanged:

Scotland was not yet ſo abſolate- 
ly ſubdued , but that there appear'd* 
ſome ſtill in Armes for his Maj 
in the Highlands; The Earles of Sea- 

forth, Athol, Glencarne, Kinoote , thie 
young Marquis of Hontroſſe, the 
Lord 
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Lord Lorne, Sir Arthur Forbes, and 
Sir Murgo Aurrey having gather'd 
together ſeveral parties of Horſe and 
Foot, and making (eyerall irruptions 
upon the Ezgi/hin the Low-lands: 
whereby they much moleſted them 
intheir new poſſeſſions , ſometimes 
taking confiderable booty , and 
ſometimes being worlted and flying 
into the Mountains where the pur- 
ſuers could not follow them. And 
thus they continued in expeRation 
ofgreater Levies and the arrivall of 
Licut. Gen. Maaleton with ſupplyes 
out ofthe L9w-Countryes. Butin the 
mean time the En2//h met withthe 
moſt -conliderable party under the 
Earle of Glexcarnand defeatcd them, 
the Earle himſelt hardly eſcaping ; 
the like (ucceſle allo befe)l ſeverall 
other partics; ſo that they could not 


-Unite into ane Body as they intend- 
cd. Atlength Lieut. Gen, M:dd/eton 


arrived out of Holand , withihe cx- 
pected 
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pected proviſions of War, and a 
Commiſſion to be General , and 
Afonroe to be his Lieut. Gen. This 
diſpoſing of Commands ſo incenſed 
Glencarne who had been imploying 
his utmoſt intereſt in levying Forces, 
which he now ſaw muſt' be com- 
manded by others , thatinſtead of 
conſpiring together againit the com. 
mon Enemy » theſe great Officers 
quarrell'd among themſelves ; Glen- 
carne was contented tro be Lieur. 
Gen. bur Aorroe would not agree 
toitz; whereupon a ſingle combate 
enſued between them, in which the 
Earle having wounded and dilarmed 
his Adverfary deſerted the ſervice 
with about 500. Gentlemen and 
made compoſition with the Gover- | 
nour of Dunbartion'to live peaccably 
at home. The ſame courſc was allo 
rakenby others by degrees. ' How. 
ever AMaddleton ſtood out ftill with 
much reſolution, till at length being 
ſer 
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ſet upon a great diſadvantage by 
pane Monck and Col. Morgan firſt in 

rzuyl and then at Lowghary about 
bt mid(t of /uly, he was wholly o- 
verthrown. Neverthelels he conti- 
nued in the High lands with ſome 
Foot for ſome time after, till he ſaw 
moſt of the Nobility were cither ta- 
kenor made their ſubmiſſions , and 
then he retir'd back into Holland. 
The Kirk of Scorland was likewiſe 
concern'd in the publick deſolation, 
being broken up by Col. Morgan, 
and the petulant Miniſtry reduc'dto 
fubjetion. 

As for Ireland » it was by the Eng- 
liſh Armes brought to ſuch a condi- 
tion , asthere was no fear of diftur- 
bance for the future; onely (ome few 
Torzes that kept themſclves in inac- 
ceſlible places , ſometimes made 
.irruptions toftealand plunder, The 
Parliament alſo ereted a High- 
Court ofluſtice there,of which Cook 
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{ſo infamous for being an inſtru- 
ment in the murder of his late Maje- 
ſty ) was Preſident. By whole ſen- 
tence a great number ofthe Natives 
(and amongſt them many ofthe an- 

cient 1rifh Nobility) were ſentenced 
arid executed for being tound guil- 
ty of the bloody Maflacre commit- 
ted upon the Proteftants in the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion, and about 
14000. were ſold to the King of 

Spain , and many tranſported into 

other foreign parts, who had ren- 

dred themſelves upon Proclamati- 

on : the reft werealldriven into ihic 

Province of Cormanght, andthere 

circumſcribed to inhabit. The o- 

ther three Provinces, Yifet ; Hun. 

fler and Leimfter were ajlotted to 
the Englh, and all forfeited Lands 

divided among luch Adventurers as 

had advanced money towards the 

management of the 7r:/4 affairs, arid 

the ſouldiers tor ſatisfattion of their 

| Ars 
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Arrears. In the room of Deputy 
Ireton who had ſucceeded Cromwell 
in the chief Command of that Nti- 
on, and died of the peſtilence at Lt- 
merick, Cromwellconſtituted Lieu- 
tenant General Flee:Wood who was 
become his ſon in-law by the marri- 
age of his eldeſt daughter, Bridger, 
Ireton's Widow. 

His Majeſty having for ſome 
moneths reſided at the Spa, where 
he enjoy'd the: company of his 
Royall Siſter the Princeſle of 0- 
renge, and having recived 200000. 
Ryxdollers from the Empcrour 
and the Imperiall Colledge (who 
allo enaCted that no ſcandalous 


| -. bookpubliſh'd againſt himſhould be 


bought or ſold in Germany under 
pain ofdeath) departed from thence 
to Collen, where he arriv'd with his 
Royall Siſter on the ſixt of 0Zecber, 
the great Guns being diſcharged at 
their entrance,and the Deputics of 
the 
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the City going forth to meet them in 
ſolemn manner and condutting 
them to the Palace provided for 
them by the chief Magiſtrates. On 
the 28. of the ſame moneth the ſaid 
Magiſtrates expreſt their affe&ions 
to his Majeſty by entertaining hint 
andthe Princefle with a ſumptuous 
collation; who alſothe next day upon 
invitation went to D«ſſe/-dorp, where 
the Duke of NgWbargh treated them 
with all poſſible magnificence for 
ſome dayes. After which the Prin- 
ceſle Royall took zourney to- 
wards Holland , and his\Majefty ha- 
ving accompanied her on the way 
as far as Bedingnen return'd to Col- 
len. 
| At his Majeſtie's departure out of 
France , he was Over-intreated by the 
ueen his Mother to permit the 
Duke of Glocefter to ſtay with her at 
the Palace Royall but with condi- 


tion that no attempt ſhouldbe made 
upon 
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upon him to pervert him from his 
Religion. But ſhortly afcer (bythe 
iaftigation ofthe French Court and 
ſome Engliſh Catholicks about her) 
the Queen was willing he ſhould be 
ſolicited to turn Catholick, and for 
that purpoſe permitted him to be 
Carried to Pontoife , where tome bad 
Inſtruments taking advantage of 
Mr. Lovell his Tutor's abſence at 
Paris , (et upon him with all motives 
they could inyent borh ſpiritnalland 
temporall to incline him tothe Po- 
piſh Religion z But the former kind 
of Arguments were rctell'd by his 
Highn* with greater reaſon & refolu. 
tion then could probabiy have been 
expected from a perſon of his years; 
and for the temptations of worldly 
adyancement, he rezeaed them with 
contempt , and the danger of his 
Majeſtic's diſptealure; urging withall 
the Queea's promiſe to the King be- 
forc his departure in this yery parti- 

| cular, 
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cular , and complaining of this un- 
worthy advantage taken againit him 
in the abſence of his Tutour, who 
was fitteſt to judge of their propo- 
ſfals. Wherefore he was removed to 
Paris , to the Houle of Mr. Crofts, 
from thence to Ponto:ſe again & the 
inſtruction of Mr. YYaler Aontagn 
Abbot of Nartew!, and his former 
Tutor diſmils'd. Of theſe attempts 
ſome cordial Proteſtants certifi'd his 
Majefly at Cole with ali poſliblc 
ſpeed, who reſented them ſo highly, 
that being ready to goc to dinner, 
when the intelligence was brought 
him, he wouldnot think of eating 
till he had diſpatcht Letters away to 
Paris. In the mean time his High- 
neſſe was reftleflely importun'd with 
perſwaſions to return to the True, 
Ancients Apoftolicals Roman Church, 
ro cmbracc the Religion wherein 
moſt ofhis Anceſtours liv'd and did, 
and moſt ofthe ChriZiun world, to- 


ge- 
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gether with the King of Frazce, his 
Royal Mother , and her Alliance 
profe(s'd; which were allo back't 
with the allurements of the greateſt 
Church- Dignities and Revenues, 
and the Honours which that whole 
Nation would be ready to pay his 
':Highneſſe, &c.All which he declin'd 


with very ingenious anſwers ; and 


ſhortly after a Gentleman went to 
his Highneſfſe with a Letter from his 
Majeſty , and was admitted to his 
preſence; but not being able todeli- - 
ver the ſameprivately , he caus dit 
to be deliver'd by another hand. In 
that Letter his Majeſty minded him 


of the ſtrict command he had lay'd 
-upon him at his departure out of 
France, of the horrid injury offer'd 
to his conſcience, honour, and fa- 
,mily, of the vanity of his perſwaders 


motives,and the falſeneſs and empti- 


,neſs of their promiſes ; He allo de- 
Clar'd to him the more cligibleneſſe 


of 
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of any degrce of ſuffering,and urg'd 
to him the fidelity of God's pro- 
miſes , 'whoſe love he muſt ex- 
pect to loole, together w:th that 
of himiclf a moſt aftetionate Bro- 
ther , in caſc he yiclded to the in- 
veiglements of his Temptours. 
Moreover, he dclir'd him to refle& 
on their dead Father's laſt charge , 
ſolemnly given him the day before 
his Glorification, with the entail of 
his bleſſing annexed. And in con- 
cluſion, added , That if he either 
charg'd his Religion, or put himſelf 
into the /e/uztes Colledge, he had 
the ia(t Letter from him, and muſt 
never look to ſee England or his face 
again: And thatif / which God for- 
bid) their buſineſle miſcarricd for e- 
ver,the wholeruining of their Fami- 
ly, and all the Nationstoo , muſt be 
laid with all the conſequent miſchiefs 
at his doore as the chief cauſe of it. 
Aſſoon as his Highneſle had read this

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 admoiaitory Letter, hetranſcrib'd a 


copy of it, and ſentit to the Queen, 
deſiring her permiſſion to come to 
Parts , bothinregard of theſe com- 
mands of the King and of his Bro- 
therthe Duke of Yo7k's approching 
return from the Army. To which 
her Majeſty anſwer'd,that ſhe ſhould 
not ceaſe wiſhing his eternall good 
by his converſion, to which never- 
theleſs ſhe would not force him, but 
wiſh'd him to hearken to what Mr. 
Montagu ſhould further deliver to 
him , which was that he would be 
willing to go to the Teſuites Col.

tribution to be gathered throughout 
the Nation for their relief. The col- 
leftions came to a valt fum ; but 
how well they were pay'd to thoſe 
for whom they were pretended, 
is not unknown to them that were 
employ d abour this aftair into S4- 
Voy. 

Alſo toward the latter end of this 
year Propolals were made to Crom- 
wel by Manaſſeh Ben-Iſracl a lew in 
behalf of the Iewiſh Nation for their 
free admiſſion to trade and exerciſe 
oftheir Religion in B»uglend. They 
had been excluded for the ſpace of 
almoſt 400. hundred years; yet Creme» 
wel out of a ſenſe of charity for their 
converfion and in conſideration of 
200000 |. was willing to liften to 
their reentertainment. But the de- 
figne was ſovehemently oppos'd by 
the Divincs a -d Merchants that it 
took no effeQ. | 

In the beginning of the next year 
1656, 
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1656. the King of Spain being (cn- 
ſible of Cromwel's perfidioulnels , ſo- 
lemnly proclaimed Warrc agaiuſt 
England. W hercupon Cremwel Ca- 
ter'd into a ſtrict league both Offen- 
ſive and Defenſive with the King of 
France, who was then at W ars with 
the King of Spaiz both in Flanders, 
Italy and Catelonia. One of the chict 
Articles ofthe Confederacy was,that 
his Majeſty with the Dukes of Terk 
and Glocefter and all his Relations 
and Adherents ((aving the Queen 
Mother) ſhould be excluded out of 
France. In which it is to be wondred 
_- with what fenſe of honour thatKing 
could conſent to ſo baſe and ignoblic 
a propoſall, made by ane:that-hgd 
murdered his Uncle aud furped his 
Dominions ., and withall to baniſh 
ſuch Priaces as were ſo ncar of 
Blood to him, and came to him for 
ſuccour and relief. _ But ſelf-intereſt 
(not felt preſoryvation for what 

could 
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could France fcar from CromWwel , 
when he was ingag'd with the King 
of Sperm, and jealous every day of 
the people he tyrannis'd over? ) (eli- 
intereſt, I ay, .ifnot of the Kingof 
France , at leaſt of Cardinal Afaze- 
rinethc Queen's creature , prevail d 
above all reſpeQs of honour ,juftice, 
and the ſenſe of humane calamitics, 
The King wilely withdrew before, 
and the Duke of GloceFfer notlong 
after; there remain'd onely the Dake 
of Tork , who during his ſervice in 
the French Army had acquir'd to 
himſelf a great renowne anda high 
command. Neverthelefle he had 
ſome ſmall timereſpited for his ſtay, 
in which he was viſited , and ho- 
nourably treated by Marthal Twrenne 
(who infinitely eſteem'd and lov'd 
him for his extraordinary courage 6c 
Skill in Martial affairs) & others of the 
French Lords as alſo by the Duke of 
HModene(who was then occaſionally 
in 
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in that Kingdome.) And ſhortly 
after he took his leave of the King 
of France, the Queen his Mother and 
the reſt of the Court, and departed 
into Flanders. Inthe mean time the 
King of Sp.tz partly out of a noble 
gencrolity , and partly out of conll- 
deration that having engag\d in a 
W arre againſt CromWel , his Ma- 
jeſtic's intereſt might be of ſome 
advantage to him , cauſed Dor [oh 
of. Auſtria his Governour in the 
Low.

The beliegers were 
indeed more numerous , and there- 
fore left ſufficient Forces to ſecurc 
their Trenches, and drew forth the 
reſt to encounter the Encmie's Ar- 
my. Thefirſt onſet was made by a 
Forlorne hope of above three hun- 
dred Engliſh Foot , who were ſe- 
conded by the reſt of their Country- 
men under Lockhars. They charged 
with ' ſuch futy upon the Spaniſh 
Foot (who had adyantageouſly 
drawn. up upon a Sand.Hill) that 
notwithſtanding that difficulty, they 
totally rauted the whole Body. 
Whereupon the Sparrſh Horle allo, 
ſe2ing their Infantry put to the rout, 
betook themſelves to flight , nor 
could by any indeayours be _ 
Oy e 
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ded to make a ſtand. 'Upon whic 
occaſion , the French Horfe who 
had ſtood ſpe& - -3 onely of the 
conflict fell in upon purſuit ofthe 
flying Enemy » from whom'they 
found little oppoſition but whit 
was made by the Duke of Tort's Re- 
giment, who put ſuch aſtop ro the 
impetuons career of the whole 
French Army, as conduc'd much fort 
the ſafety of the. ronted Spaniards , 
who otherwiſe had in all probability 
bzen totally cut off. Neverthelefſc at 
length the numerouſfneſs of the par. 
ſuers overpowred the yalour oftheſe 
Reliſters, ſothat being much tyred 
with the violence ofthe encounter, 
and no relief coming, they were en- 
forc'd to deſert their ſtation and be- 
take themſelves to flight. Few of 
them eſcapeds among which were 
the Dukes of York and Glocefter ; 
though the ficſt was norheard oftill 
three dayes after 3 which gaye occa-

ſion to a general ſuſpicion that he 
was taken by the French Forces, and 
ſecretly diſmils'd at a fit opportunity 
by the Marſhal of Twrenne. In this 
battle of the Spaniards 800. Officers 
were taken priſoners, and 2000. pri- + 
. vate Souldiers; the number of lain 
was uncertain. 'The conſequence of 
it was the loſe of Dankirt; the Mar- 
quis of Leyas (Governor thereof) 
being ſlainin a Sally, it was ſurren- 
dredupon Articles, and by the King 
of Frence and the Cardinal in per- 
ſop putinto the hands ofthe Emglſh, 
Tune25. 1658. 

While theſe things were in agi- 
tation beyond Sea , the pretended 
Parliament reaſſembled on 7ar. 20.

bates wereamongſt them touching

of Officers, Fleetwood, Desborough,

ments had formerly been ) from 
Scotland, Ireland, and the Fleet-be- 


gin to a like ſubtile Politicians, 
And to the end the Army might be 
kept in obedience to them , they 
made the Speaker of the Houſe Ge- 
neral, caſhir'd many Officers, and 
caus d new Commiſſions to be de.

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was ac&ordinglyexecuted the next 
day tothe \$reat«ttrror'tnd amaze- 
ment; not'dnely of the City, © bur of 
the whole' Nation when they heard 
the report of it. 

Butthis conſternation did not laft 
long ; for the General refleting on 
the odious ſervice the Ramp had put 
him upoa, and apprehending their 
intentions to retrench his power 
(which indeed his Commiſiron be-

Would be ſo far from anſwering the ex- 
pected end, that it Would rather en. 
creaſe the diſcompoſure of mens [pi- 
THS in the Nations, minding them 
alſo, That the ground of his coming 
3nto England was, not only to return 
them to their truſt, but alſo 10 vinai- 
cate the Liberties of the People, &C. 
He alſo complain'd , That Lambert, 
Vane andothers, impeached of Trea- | 
fon:& that had atted in theillegal and 
zyraunical Committee. of Safety, | 
were yet ſuffer d to continue inand 4- | 
bout the City, and ſome too in the | 
Houſe and in the Army, &c. That | 
they were contriving to take away the 
maintenance of the Miniſtry; Thats 
they were framing another Oathtoim- 
poſe-wpon the people, and to that pur. 
poſe had countenanced a bold and dan- | 
erows Petition from the Fanatick | 
Party. And laſtly hedeſir'd, Th 
| {/2e 
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the Fryday following they would i/[ne 
eut VPrits for filling up the Houſe 
upon dut and reaſonable Dualificatt- 
ons , and put a certain and ſpeedy pe- 
riod to their ſatting, according to their 
frequent Declarations. This Letter 
produc'd not greater regret in the 
Rump, then it didjoy to the City and 
whole Kingdome; which was teſti- 
fiid at night by Bone-fires and ring- 
ing of Bells, &'c. © 

The time let for filling the Houſe 
being expir'd, and nothing done by 
the Rump in order thereunto» the 
formerly. ſecluded Members upon 
addrefle to the General, and engage- 
ingto him nottobe againſt a lingle 
perſon , were on Fes. 21. permitted 
totake their ſeats in the Houle, after 
I 1. years exCluſion. The Houſe now 
augmented by aboye a 100. Mcm-. 
bers, take Care for ſettling the Na- 
tions; and firit they conſtituted Ge- 
neral Afonck Commander in Thicfof 
all.

And laſtly having 
made proviſion for ſettling the Mili. 
tiaa of the Kingdome, and calling a 
new Parliament to convene at Weſt. 
miniter April 25. they diſſolved 
themſelves by A&t on Friday March 
16. And thus ended that nnhappy 
Long: Parliment aftec almoſt 19. 
years from their firſt aſſembling , ha- 
VINg 
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ving been interrupted for 5.'yeatsto- 
gether by Cromewel , and: for- ter 
weeks by Lambert. 

His Majeſty in the mean time.res 
mov'd from the Spaniſh Court at 
Bruſſels to Bruges in Flanders |, and 
reſided therefor a good ſpace z -but 
being now in fair hopes of reſtitation 
to his Dominions departed from 
thence toward the latter end of 
March to Breds,a handlome Town 
ſcituate in Brabantrabout 10. kagues 
from Antwerp, and belonging to 
the Prince of Orange.

For 
Lambert having made an eſcape out 
ofthe Towcr », appear'd. in armes 
about X 9rthampton inthe head of a 
party, many cafhier'd ſouldiers and 
fanaticks repairing to him. But this 
danger was timely remov'd by Col. 
Rich. Ingoldsby, who without fight- 
ing took Laembert with his own 
hand, andſent him up to Lsn4oz pri- 
ſoner , together with a ſon of H«///- 
rig's, Col. Cobbet and Major Creed. 
They were brought by Coach 
through Hide-Park on April 24. at 
whichtime 20000.

dercd tobe immediately (cnt to him, 
100001. to the Duke|of 7or4 and 
5000 1.to the Duke of 6 loce#er. The 
City allo deputed ſeveral worthy 
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with a Letter, and 100001. as a pre- 
ſent. Moreover Admiral CHontague 
was commanded to attend him up- 
on the coaſts of Ye/l:1nd with a fqua- 
dron of Ships. But rhe Generalftirſt 
of all diſpatcht away his Brother Sir 
Thom. Clerges with a Letter to his 
Majefty, wherein was enclos'd an 
Addreſſe of the Officers profeſling 
their Allegiance to his Majefty. On 
Tweſday 
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Tueſdzy , May 8. his Majeſty was o- 
lemnly proclaimed in Londor, and 
(o0n after in all Counties. Cities, and 
Borroughs of Egland, and that with 
greater tranſports of joy then had e- 
ver been known upon the like or a- 
ny other occalion.In the mean time 
great numbers of perſons of quality 
daily flocked over to. Breda to his 
Majeſty, who ſtay'd notlong there, 
but removed to the Hague, where 
himſelf and the En-g/;ſs Gentry were 
ſplendidly entertain'd at the charge 
of the States, wao allo preiented 
him with gifts of great value. From 
thence the Queen of Bohemia with 
the Princefſe of Orange, and the 
young Prince, accompanied his Ma- 
zeſty and the two Dukes to the Sea- 
ſide» where they were entertain din 
the Naſeby with a magnificent col- 
lation,and fo his Majeſty took leave 
ofthem, and ſct ſail for England. At 
his landing at Dover he was met by

Houſe, and on Twe/day May 2.9. (be- 
ing his Birth-day) he came towards 
London, attended by the Duke of 
Buckingham , the Earles of North» 
hampton , Norwich» Shrewsbury, 
Lutchficld s Clexveland, the Lord 
Mordant , and Sir Tohn Robinſon, 
with their ſeveral Troops of the 
chicfeft-Ngbles and gentry of the 
Kingdome, and the General with 
tcn Regiments of his beſt horſe, be-

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people that flock'd from allthe adja- 
cent Counties. On Blackheath near 
Green wc he was met by Major

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Arriving at White-Hall, the Speak- 
ers of bottt Houles congratulated his 
return in two loiemn Speeches , to 
which his Majclty an{wer'd that the 
People's acclamation(together with 
his journey) though gratcfull to him 
as demonſtrations ot affetion , had 
ſo diſordered him that he could not 
give ſuch an antwer as he deſir'd. 
But they ſhould find him a ſincere 
Defender ofthe Lawes and Liberties 
of the people , and the Parliament 
ſhould not be more ready to ask hrs 
conſent to any thing fitting to be 
done then he: would be togrant it.
